Full Marks for The Dancer; 
A Low Curtsy for Tom Fool 


BALTIMORE 

The class of second guessers—and 
haven't we a large one this morning ?— 
will please come to order. The pleasure 
of seeing Native Dancer win the Preak- 
ness must have blinded me to most of the 
things almost everybody is carping about, 
because I thought it was a good race. 

It's true. as charged, that Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s gray colt was never more all out 
at a finish than he was at Pimlico last 
week. Nevertheless. considered as a dem- 
onstration of quality and courage, I’m 
giving him full marks. 

For one thing. I’m sure he didn’t like 
the track. Certainly, Guerin was hustling 
him along most of the way. And, speaking 
of the track. although it was called “fast” 
(and looked it at long range), it really 
wasn't. Actually. it had been deep and 
muddy the day before. and although it was

drying out under a warm sun and a lively 
wind, the going was pretty rough. 

For another, the early pace was fast. 
Dark Star. hoping to repeat his perform- 
ance in the Kentucky Derby. ran the first 
quarter in :22+5. the second furlong of 
which was timed in :1085. However. he 
could not get away from Tahitian King. 
Also. Native Dancer, which has changed 
his tactics. and now gets off the mark 
almost as quickly as a sprinter. was never 
far behind. All three got down to busi- 
ness in the second quarter. which was 
turned off in :2415. and in the third. which 
was done in :244+5. Native Dancer moved 
in on the leaders—but didn’t turn on that 


THE START. Ram o’ War (No. 5) was the only one not in line as the seven got 
off to a good start. Tahitian King (extreme outside) went to the front first. 


annihilating burst of speed that marked 
some of his earlier races. The fourth quar- 
ter, in which he took the lead, was run in 
:26%5:; but, when Jamie K. challenged in 
the stretch, the last furlong and a half 
was run in :1924—approximately the pace 
for a quarter in around :25%5. 

Immediately after the Preakness, as 
after the Kentucky Derby, you heard 
people saying, “If that race had been 
one jump more, you'd had a different win- 
ner.” If anyone cares, I didn’t think so, 
and still don’t. 

Somebody tried to condole with John 
Partridge, who trains Jamie K. for Spring 
Hill Farm. What he was thinking, I 
wouldn’t know, but he smiled at the well- 
wisher, and said. “You know, years ago I 
was racing down in Mexico, and one day 
I lost a good bet in a race at a mile and 
seventy yards. That night we were pretty 
downhearted for nobody could afford to 
lose any kind of a bet in those days, and 
Dave Stirling, who rode for me—funny 
thing. I met him today—said, ‘'d a win 
in one more jump. And somebody else. 
maybe it was Luke Cassidy, said, “This 
meeting runs a hundred days. Next year 
they're going to put on one that runs one 
hundred and one days. and on the last 
day they’re going to put on a race for you 
at one mile and seventy yards and one 
jump.’ 

Anyhow, Jamie K.. a big. rangy, light 
bay colt, is going to have a lot of friends 
for the Belmont Stakes, because he finishes 
so fast after a slow beginning. I daresay 
Eugene Constantine Jr.’s Royal Bay Gem

Incidentally. another 
of racing’s minor mysteries to me is how 
Royal Bay Gem happened to win the 
Preakness Prep. 


Dark Star faded after going a mile. I[ 
thought Moreno, the boy who rode him. 
put it rather neatly. “He was going nice 
and easy,” he said, “and then boom—just 
like that—he stopped.” Tahitian King ap- 
peared to have been responsible for that. 
until the announcement was made _ that 
Dark Star had bowed a tendon. Once 
again my big disappointment of the day 
was Correspondent. He looked as well as 
he did before the Derby, and was right up 
with Native Dancer for six furlongs. then 
went all to pieces again. and this time he 
finished last.

The Way of the Preakness 


Here’s the way the Preakness was run: 

Tahitian King broke first and led the 
field the first time past the finish. Close 
on his heels came Dark Star, which went 
into the lead near the turn, obviously 
intent upon running away with the race 
as he did the Derby. Native Dancer stayed 
just off the pace. was followed going into 
the back stretch by Correspondent, Ram 
o War. Jamie K., and Royal Bay Gem. 


At the mile, Dark Star still led. but Na- 
tive Dancer had moved into second place. 
The rest of the field held on, with the ex- 
ception of Correspondent. which slipped 
to seventh and apparently was finished. 


On the stretch turn, Dark Star suddenly 
stopped, and Native Dancer shot into the 
lead. The Dancer sailed into the stretch, 
and. for a moment, the race seemed to be 
over. But Eddie Arcaro on Jamie K. 
started to make his move. Arcaro sent his 
mount to the outside of Native Dancer, 
pulled nearly abreast of him, and the two 
fought it out down the stretch, Jamie K. 


couldn't take a lead, however, and_ the 
Dancer charged across the finish line, 
ahead by a long neck. 

Behind the front two. in the order of 
finish, were Royal Bay Gem, Ram o° War, 
Dark Star. Tahitian King. and Corre- 
spondent. 

After the race. when the jockeys were 
puffing back to their dressing room, 
Arcaro hedged up to Eric Guerin, gave 
him a good grin. and said, “Bet I scared 
you.” 

Guerin admitted he had been a little 
worried: later told newsmen he hadn't 
wanted to put Native Dancer in the lead 
as soon as he did. But when Dark Star 
quit running, there was nothing left to 
do but sail on in front. 

Arcaro was jubilant about Jamie K. His 
horse had run a good race, Arcaro said. 
and if he had been able to make his last 
move when he wanted to, he thought he 
would have been able to open up a two- 
length lead on the Dancer before Guerin 
got the gray horse started again. 


Dark Star with nearly a quarter-mile to go. Jamie K. was moving on the outside.

Alfred G. Vanderbilt's gray horse had no easy 
time of it when he won the Preakness Stakes May 
23. Jockey Eric Guerin held Native Dancer closer to 
the pace than he did in the Kentucky Derby, when 
he lost his only race to Dark Star, and took him 
to the front at the far turn and kept him there. 
Native Dancer had to fight off a game challenge 
from Jamie K. in the stretch to win by a_ neck.

After an investigation (by the stewards. not Sen- 
ator Joseph McCarthy, for whom Senator Joe was 
named). it was decided that Squared Away had 
cut in front of his field too quickly from his post 
position next to the outside, so he was disqualified 
and placed last. 

In the 514-furlong event, Senator Joe started 
slowly and then passed everything but Squared 
Away, which had led from the start. The lightly 
weighted Landseair, which ran nearest to Squared 
Away’s pace during most of the race, finished a 
neck behind Senator Joe and a head in front of 
the top-weighted Tuscany. The fifth-place Whiffen- 
poof was only a head behind Tuscany and a neck 
ahead of First Refusal. 

Bred by his owner-trainer, Alan T. Clarke, Sen- 
ator Joe could have been claimed as a 2-year-old 
of 1950 for $3,500. That year he was third in the 
Maryland Futurity and the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. 
At three he won the Laurel Spring Handicap, 
placed second in the W. P. Burch Memorial Handi- 
cap, and was third in the Laurel Stakes. As a 4- 
year-old of 1952. the son of Alaking set a new 
track record (the one surpassed by Squared Away in

PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


Not Bred for Distance Running, 
But Who’s Going to Catch Him? 


The odds of 1 to 5 on Native Dancer in 
the Preakness Stakes indicated how much 
the crowd at Pimlico last Saturday be- 
lieved the result of the Kentucky Derby. 
It was, to be sure, a slightly partisan 
crowd, for Native Dancer, though foaled 
in Kentucky, was raised at Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Sagamore Farm, a few miles from 
the ancient site of the Preakness; but 
it takes more than local patriotism to 
produce a 1-to-5 favorite anywhere. In 
this case. the gray colt appeared such a 
“lock” that he produced one of the most 
expensive show pools in the history of 
racing; the minus pool cost the manage- 
ment $46.012—a rare example of the 
lengths to which race tracks will go to 
keep the customers happy. 

However solid the opinion of the crowd 
may have been, the race itself was no more 
conclusive than the Derby. Dark Star’s 
tendon gave way. apparently while he was 
still in front. Native Dancer had all he 
could do to stand off the stretch challenge 
of Jamie K. and win by a neck. He did it 
resolutely enough, standing a hard drive 
through the last furlong and extending 
his margin from a head at the eighth-pole 
to a neck at the finish. Jamie K. is a good 
colt, of course, but not quite the type which 
was expected to extend a champion at 
level weights. Hence the question mark re- 


mains: is Native Dancer a genuine cham- 
pion against top-class competition? 

The answer must be deferred until the 
colt is ready to answer it himself. A con- 
siderable part of the answer could be pro- 
vided in the Belmont Stakes. especially if 
the field happens to include a horse with 
extreme speed and another with good fin- 
ishing power. such as Royal Bay Gem. for 
instance, If the speed is missing from the 
field and the early furlongs are ticked off 
at a leisurely rate. Native Dancer probably 
can win on class alone. without resolving 
the question regarding his stamina. 

The pedigree of Native Dancer, instead 
of indicating the probable extent of his 
stamina, adds a little more confusion. If 
the colt’s extreme class were not already 
known, the breeding would look like that 
of a Preakness winner. but not much like 
that of a Belmont Stakes winner. The 
extra five-sixteenths of a mile in the Bel- 
mont, if Native Dancer does it convincing- 
ly, against a good field. will move him 
beyond the immediate promise of his pedi- 
gree. 

The sire. Polynesian. was a_ brilliant 
performer at distances from six furlongs 
to the Preakness distance. and he ran 
some excellent races at a mile and a quar- 
ter without winning. His principal vic- 
tories at three were in the Withers and 
Preakness. He did not run in the Belmont.

Two big years. 


He set two new track records at six fur- 
longs (equaling a world record in one), 
and equaled two others. He equaled one 
record at 1;); miles. and made a new one 
for 11, miles. Both records over more than 
a mile. however. were made at Monmouth 
Park within a year after the track 
opened. 


There is no question as to Polynesian’s 
class. From the time of his emergence as 
a leading 3-year-old he carried high 
weight. from 126 to 130 pounds in his 
major victories. and when he was at his 
best he rarely lost except to horses with 
lighter weights. His poorest year was his 
2-vear-old season. In that year (1944) he 
developed an unexplained malady which 
poisoned his system thoroughly and left 
him a creaky invalid until one day when 
three hornets harpooned him; after that 
it was difficult for anything to catch him. 

Polynesian’s stud career has begun bril- 
liantly. His first 2-year-olds. racing in 1951. 
included the stakes-winning fillies That- 
away and Tonga. Last year Tonga and an 
other 3-year-old, Tahiti. were stakes win- 
ners. along with the 2-year-olds Native 
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Dancer and Tahitian King. Thus far Na- 
tive Dancer has shown greater distance 
capacity than any of the others. 

Geisha. Native Dancer’s dam. does not 
clarify the picture. She is by Discovery. 
the first top-class horse owned by Mr, 
Vanderbilt, and perhaps the best he has 
until Native Dancer. at least. 
Discovery. a big robust horse. was good at 
two. three. and five. and great as a 4-year- 
old in 1935. When he won the 114-mile 
Arlington Handicap in 2:01! 5. a new track 
record. he carried 135 pounds. He set a 
new world record of 1:4815 in the 118 
miles of the Brooklyn Handicap. carrying 
123 pounds. and when he won the same 
race the following year he had 136 pounds. 
In the 1935 Narragansett Special he car- 
ried 139 pounds and finished second to 
Top Row, giving that horse 29 
pounds. If Native Dancer holds his own 
form at three and approaches that of Dis- 
covery at four. his first million is assured. 

Geisha. however. is out of Miyako, 
which was a speedy and precocious 2-year- 
old out of a family distinguished for speed 
and precocity. La Chica’s produce were 
top-class 2-year-olds, and nothing in the 
family—before Native Dancer—ever has 
gained distinction at three. 

There is. of course. no means of know- 
ing in advance just how the genes were 
sorted in the mating which produced Na- 
tive Dancer. Except for Discovery and his 
sire. Display. the first three generations 
of the pedigree are rather heavily loaded 
with speed. as opposed to stamina. The 
probabilities run way: but Native 
Dancer may run the other. 

Even if it should turn out that Native 
Dancer does not relish the last quarter- 
mile of the Belmont Stakes. there remains 
a big question: Does anyone have a horse 
which can catch him? His speed and

A DARKENED STAR 


Dark Star bowed a tendon in his 
right fore leg in the Preakness and 
probably will not run again. Harry F. 
Guggenheim said he would retire his 
Kentucky Derby winner to stud. prob- 
ably at Claiborne Farm. Paris. Ky.. 
where his broodmares are kept. 

The announcement of Dark Star’s 
injury explained his failure to run 
well in the Preakness last week. In 
the Derby the son of *Royal Gem II 
had led all the way. and he was set- 
ting the pace again in the Preakness 
when he suddenly slowed up in the 
stretch and finished a weak fifth. 

Dark Star, out of Isolde by *Bull 
Dog. was bred at Warner L. Jones 
Jr.'s Hermitage Farm, and was bought 
by Mr. Guggenheim for $6,500 at the 
Keeneland yearling sales. In 12 starts, 
he won six. placed in four others, and 
earned $131.337. His brightest victory 
was in the Derby this year, when he 
handed Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Native 
Dancer the only loss of his career to 
date.

sturdiness may be enough to bring off the 
victory—and they may not, 

In view of the questions raised by the 
close finishes of the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness, the Belmont Stakes—if it 
attracts competition worthy of the cham- 
pion—may prove one of the most decisive 
and most interesting races of the year. 

As a 2-year-old last year Native Dancer 
won all his races by comfortable margins. 
ranging from a length and a quarter to 
six lengths. The all-out struggles in the 
Derby and Preakness suggest that he is 
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vulnerable at some point not far beyond 
nine furlongs. However. the way Amer- 
ican racing is geared. the gray colt could 
win a million dollars without ever bother- 
ing with a race of more than nine furlongs. 


FOOTNOTES. The renewals of the 
Derby, Preakness. and Belmont in the last 
seven years have produced a total of 16 
winners, of which Citation won all three 
classics. Capot won the Preakness and 
Belmont, and Middleground the Derby 
and Belmont. Of this list. six (Capot, 
Counterpoint, Faultless. Jet Pilot, One 
Count, and Phalanx) were out of stakes- 
winning mares. Four others (Citation, Hill 
Gail. Dark Star. and Native Dancer) had 
stakes winners for their second dams. Of 
the other six, Ponder’s dam was unraced, 
Hill Prince’s dam was once third in eight 
starts, and the others are out of winners. 


At the time the 16 classic winners were 
conceived, the average age of their sires 
was 9 years, of their dams, 734 years. 
Only four were by horses more than 10 
years old. Jet Pilot was by the 16-year-old 
*Blenheim II, Phalanx by 15-year-old 
Pilate. Hill Gail by 13-year-old Bull Lea, 
Middleground by 13-year-old Bold Venture. 
Only two were out of mares more than 10 
years old at the time of breeding. Counter- 
point’s dam, Jabot, was 16; Dark Star’s 
dam. Isolde, was 11. 


Figures of this sort, taken ‘alone, are 
not particularly significant. They simply 
reemphasize the established advantages of 
parents with class and youth. 


In connection with the breeding of Dark 
Star. it was noted that his sire is inbred 
to Son-in-Law with two free generations. 
Native Dancer’s sire is inbred to Polymelus 
(sire of Phalaris) with three free gen- 
erations.

Two Mary Lovelaces Combine 


To Provide A Nice Afternoon 


Los ANGELES 


On the morning of Thursday. May 21. 
Mrs. John D. Heriz’ ranch manager and 
general charge d'affaires. Victor Heerman, 
put in a long distance call from Canoga 
Park. Cal.. to Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

“Hello.” he asked. “is this Mary Love- 
lace?” 

“Tt is.” answered a soft feminine voice 
on the other end. 


“Mary Lovelace is running this after- 
noon at Hollywood Park.” he said. “Can 
you make it?” 

“Can she?” asked Mary Lovelace. 

“T think so.” Victor said. 

“Then, I think I can. too.” Mary Love- 
lace answered. 

So Mary Lovelace. wife of Dr. W. Ran- 
dolph Lovelace III, prominent Albuquer- 
que surgeon. hopped aboard an airplane 
and arrived at Hollywood Park just as 
the field was parading to the post for the 
second race, It was only the second visit 
of her life to a racetrack. But her flying 
trip to Hollywood Park was worth all 
the trouble when her namesake, a little 
chestnut filly. broke from the outside of 
the pack. put her head down in determined 
fashion. and sprinted to a 215-length tri- 
umph in the first race of her career. 

It was a very impressive showing for her 
first race. and indicated that the daughter 
of Count Speed and Lydia, by Grand Slam, 
might easily be of stakes caliber. She took 
all the worst of it at the start, but was so 
clearly the best it really wasn’t much of 
a contest. 

To make the afternoon complete for 
Mary Lovelace. of Albuquerque, the full 
sister of Mary Lovelace. the horse. won 
the fifth race to register a very convincing 
double for the stable of Mrs. Hertz. That 
was Speedy Wave. a 3-year-old which, like 
her sister. led all the way to score by 
three lengths. She whipped some good 
fillies. including the Calumet Farm’s pair 
of Tige O’Myheart and Heart Strings. 

Mary Lovelace. the filly, was foaled at 
Mrs. Hertz’ beautiful Stoner Creek Farm, 
in Kentucky. and. of course. she was 
named after Mrs. Hertz’ good friend, Mrs. 
Lovelace. It turns out that Mrs. Hertz, 


Mrs. Lovelace. and Jacqueline Cochran, 
the aviatrix. are all close friends. Mrs. 
Hertz has named a couple of horses after 
the famous flyer but, unfortunately, they 
never lived. up to their early promise. As 
for Mary Lovelace. the filly. one race al- 


ready has convinced everyone there’s not 
much doubt about her quality. She was 
foaled in the same barn as Count Turf. 


While in the blue grass country recently 
for the Kentucky Derby. I saw three year- 
lings at Stoner Creek that might top the 
coming yearlings sales at Keeneland. The 
outstanding, in my opinion, is a gray colt 
by Count Fleet out of Obedient, by *Mah- 
moud. His full brother sold last year to 
the Saxon stable for $40.000. There is an 
excellent colt by *Nasrullah out of Pocket 
Edition that A. B. (Bull) Hancock Jr. 
fancies highly, and there is a filly by Count 
Fleet and Banish Fear that is certainly 
real quality. In all. Mrs. Hertz will sell 
three Count Fleets and three *Nasrullahs 
at Keeneland. and all seem exceptional 
youngsters. 


Count Fleet. of course. is still the apple 
of Mr. Hertz eye. and you might be inter- 
ested to know he has built a special. abso- 
lutely fireproof barn for the “Triple 
Crown” champion. He is insured for $550.- 
000. I believe it is. the top price of any 
Thoroughbred in the country. The pre- 
mium on the policy is $20.000 a year. But. 
to Mr. Hertz, Count Fleet is irreplaceable. 
The only inflammable material in the new 
barn is the straw. There is no wiring for 
electricity. The barn is lighted by a spot- 
light secured to the ground some 30 feet 
from the building. The barn is composed 
of two large, roomy. stalls, and Count 
Fleet shares the building with his son. a 
gray yearling out of Obedient. 


BRIGHT STAR. The brightest star by 
far uncovered during the early days of the 
season at Hollywood Park is Imbros. a 
quick son of the amazing Polynesian. 
Imbros galloped off with two races during 
the first week. including the Will Rogers 
Handicap. He won on the level, without 
racing luck of any kind. but it turns out 
that Imbros is lucky even to be alive. 


As a 2-year-old last year he was sent 
to New York with a division of Andy 
Crevolin’s stable. In training there he 
suffered a back injury. and finally was 
shipped back to Crevolin’s ranch in Co- 
vina for a rest. A blister was applied to 
his knees and ankles. but unfortunately it 
was done during the middle of one of the 
worst heat spells of the summer. and his 
legs became swollen and the back injury 
was aggravated. 

When Imbros 


recovered to where he 


could be turned out to pasture, he got into 
more trouble. He apparently slipped and 
fell. and injured a hip. His weight fell 
off. the colt lost seme powers of co-ordin. 
ation. and Dr. Tom Coffey and Dr. Allen 
H. Edmonson were called in to save him, if 
they could. “I wouldn’t have given a dime 
for Imbros’ chances.” Dr. Edmondson said, 
Anyway, they recommended heat packs, 
other heat treatments and vitamins: and q 
groom. Dick Ryan, literally stayed up 
nights nursing Imbros back to health. 


In the Will Rogers. Imbros was off none 
too well. but raced up between horses to 
get the lead before the turn. and from 
then on pulled away from his field rather 
easily. He’s still a little thin and angular 
looking. but he can run. and there's no 
question of his gameness. Imbros. named 
for an isle in the Aegean Sea. has won 
three of his four starts now. and is stil] 
improving. Quite a few observers out this 
way are already proclaiming he’s the best 
sprinter in California. 


TRACKS & MEETINGS 


On Again, Off Again 


The unpredictable Florida legislature, 
which two weeks ago had turned up its 
nose at a bill to rotate the racing dates 
of Tropical. Hialeah. and Gulfstream 
Parks. this week changed its mind and 
passed the bill as fast as you can say 
Tallahassee. The vote in the Senate was 
23-15. in the House 68-24. 


The measure now is on the desk of Gov. 
Dan McCarty. If he signs it. it will become 
law. Should he veto it. the two legislative 
houses could overrule him with a_two- 
thirds vote. 


Should the bill become law. the status 
quo would not be changed for the three 
tracks this year: Tropical. Hialeah, and 
Gulfstream would open. that order. 
But in 1954-55 Gulfstream would get 
its turn at the lush middle season, and 
Tropical would have it chance the follow- 
ing year.

When E. R. Williams’ black 4-year-old 
horse Hydrogen (Delville Wood—Sweet 
Sound), carrying 121 pounds, ran away 
from his ten rivals in the £10,000 Brisbane 
Cup on Monday, May 4. he took his stake 
earnings to £44,567. The only other Aus- 
tralian to have more in his bank at the end 
of his 4-year-old season was *Phar Lap. 
of whom you have heard. 


*Phar Lap’s total earnings in Australia 
amounted to £56,425. and this handsome 
figure is now well within the grasp of 
Hydrogen. whose 38 starts have yielded 
18 wins, five seconds, and seven thirds. 


Hydrogen’s share of the Brisbane Cup 
prize money was £8,715, and it was really 
money for jam, for the black bomber 
scored with impudent ease. 


Welkin Sun was the runner-up to Hydro- 
gen in the Brisbane Cup. with Maynard 
in third place. Thus Welkin Sun recorded 
his third second placing in three recent 
Cup events—he was second to Dalray in 
the Melbourne Cup and was second also 
to Arbroath in the Australian Cup. which. 
like the Melbourne Cup. is run at Flem- 
ington. 

The first “leg” of the Brisbane double 
was the seven-furlong £10.000 Stradbroke 
Handicap. The race was won easily by 
Suncup. a smart 3-year-old by Sun Storm 
out of Dame Law, from the Queensland 
mare Maltmaid and the Sydneysider 
French Echo. These had lots to spare from 
the favorites—the English mare Tarien, 
brilliant winner of the Doncaster Handi- 
cap a few weeks earlier, and the New 
Zealand star Red Jester. Both of these 
champions finished well down the stretch. 


There was doubt whether Tarien would 
be allowed to start, because of the dope 
inquiry resulting from a _ positive swab 
(coramine) detected on Doncaster Day, 
but when her running was certain there 
was a rush to support her and she started 
clear favorite at 7 to 2. She stumbled at 
the barrier and never got properly bal- 
anced.
